DETROIT GAINS ON PURDUE WITH LINE PLUNGE 


With its procedure for hand­ 
ling old-age insurance claims 
now fully developed, the Social 
Security Board announced today 
that it has authorised more than 
200,000 single cash payments to 
wage earners who have reached 
age 6 5 and to the heirs o r estates 
of those who have died. The 206 ,- 
06 0th benefit payment was ap­ 
proved in the first week of Sep­ 
tember by the Bureau of Old-Age 
Insurance. 
The number of claims certified 
during August was 14,8 23, mak­ 
ing a total of 19 9 ,435 claim's cer­ 
tified since the old-age insurance 
program went into effect on J an­ 
uary 1, 1937. Payments author­ 
ized in August amounted to $8 27,- 
08 8 .48 , bringing total payments 
to $7,528 ,08 1.48 . The average pay­ 
ment for August was $56 .8 0, the 
highest for any month since 
claims began to be paid. In 16 
states, payments for August av­ 
eraged more than $6 0. 
The time required by the Bu­ 
reau of Old-Age insurance for 
the handling of a1 claim, after its 
receipt from a field office until 
it is sent to the Treasury Depart­ 
ment for payment, has been re­ 
duced from á n average of 25 
days, in December 1937, to 16 
days. 
Single cash payments aïe the 
only benefits now being paid. 
Monthly retirement benefits to 
wage earners will not begin un­ 
til 1942. “ During the early months 
of this program,” Mr. J ohn J . 
Corson, director of the Bureau of 
Old-Age Insurance, said, “ many 
persons failed to file claims be­ 
cause of the* very small amounts 
involved. From now on, it may be 
expected that claimants for these 
single cash payments will appear 
in increasing numbers. As these 
payments are equal to 3l/2 per 
cent of the total wages that a 
man has received after 1936 and 
before age 66 or death, the 
amounts now payable are in­ 
creasing in size and in most cases 
will be worth collecting.” 
Indiana to date has certified 
for payments 6 ,043 claims total­ 
ling $213,447. The average pay­ 
ment in August was $54.01.

aitler, the German Fu ehrer, and 
President Benes o f Czecho slo v a­ 
kia to keep the peace. 
His message dispatched dra­ 
matically in the early mo rning 
lo u rs directly to Hitler and 
benes and thro u gh Secretary o f 
State Hu ll to Premiers Chamber- 
ain o f Great Britain and Dala­ 
dier o f France, earnestly asked 
ihem “no t to break o ff nego tia­ 
tio ns lo o king to a peacefu l, fair 
and co nstru ctiv e settlement o f 
the qu estio ns at issu e.” 
He told them war’s conse­ 
quences were “ incalulable,” that 
millions of men, women and 
children would lose their lives, 
the economic system of every 
country involved was “ certain to 
be shattered” and their social 
structure “ may well be complete­ 
ly wrecked.” 
The president and Secretary. 
Hull spent most of Sunday work­ 
ing on the message they felt they 
COuld not hold up any longer. 
Well sifter midnight, correspond­ 
ents, American and foreign, were 
culled to the State Department 
and handed copies of the tele­ 
gram. 
The message thus was so timed 
as to be received by Hitler, 
Benes, Chamberlain and Daladier 
when they rose this morning to 
look on a war-threatened Europe 
they were scheduld to be handed 
the president’s appeal. 
Daladier’s telegram was sent to 
him care of the French embassy 
in London, where he is confer­ 
ring with Chamberlain. 
Telling them that “ the fabric 
of peace on the continent of 
Europe, if not throughout the 
rest of the world, is in immedi- 


po litical entanglements” and “is 
cau ght in no mesh o f hatred.” 
He was believ ed thereby to be 
claiming fo r this co u ntry the 
priv ilege o f appealing fo r peace 
becau se it had no t declared fo r 
o ne side o r the o ther. 
“The su preme desire o f the 
American peo ple,” he said, “is to 
liv e in peace. Bu t in the ev ent o f 
a general war they face the fact 
that no natio n can escape so me 
measu re o f the co nsequ ences o f 
su ch a wo rld catastro phe. 
“The traditio nal po licy o f the 
United States has been the fu r­ 
therance o f the settlement o f in­ 
ternatio nal dispu tes by pacific 
means.” 
Mr. Ro o sev lt also called to the 
attentio n o f the fo u r Eu ro pean 
leaders the fact their natio ns are 
signato ries 
to 
the 
Kello gg- 
Briand pact o u tlawing war and 
hav e treaties o f arbitratio n and 
co nciliatio n fo r settlement o f 
difficu lties. 
“Whatev er may be the differ­ 
ences in the co ntro v ersies at is­ 
su e,” he to ld them, “and ho wev er 
difficu lt o f pacific settlement 
they may be, I am persu aded 
that there is no pro blem so diffi­ 
cu lt o r so pressing fo r so lu tio n 
that it can no t be ju stly so lv ed 
by the reso rt to reaso n rather 
than by the reso rt to fo rce.” 
Remarking that the peo ple and 
go v ernment o f the United States 
hav e earnestly ho ped fo r a su c­ 
cessfu l co nclu sio n o f the pres­ 
ent nego tiatio ns, the president 
said: 
“So lo ng as these nego tiatio ns 
co ntinu e, so lo ng will there re­ 
main the ho pe that reaso n and 
the spirit o f equ ity may prev ail 
and that the wo rld may thereby 
escape the madness o f a new re­ 
so rt to war... o nce they are bro k­ 
en o ff reaso n is banished and 
fo rce asserts itself.

Officials ho ped the telegram 
wo u ld reach Hitler while the

LET’S LOOK AT THE RECORDS 
One of the most Interesting and amu sing de­ 
v elopments of this campaign has been the effort 
made by United States Senator VanNu y s, Gov ­ 
ernor M. Clifford Townsend, and United States 
Senator Sherman Minton to 
defend the adminis­ 
tration’s farm and reciprocal 
treaty program. 
For instance, at Attica on September 
23, Gov ­ 
ernor Townsend said that if it were not for the 
administration’s farm program, 
farm prices 
would be down to the lev els of 1932 and 1933. And 
this came only a few day s after Pu rdu e Univ er­ 
sity had announced4 that farm prices now, are 
down to the lev el of those from 1910 to 1914. 
Senator VanNu y s recently said that Secretary 
Hu ll’s trade treaties had done mu ch for the farm ­ 
e r— and he added th at Secretary Hu ll “wou ld 
keep u s ou t Qf war.” 
Senator Minton lau nched his defense of the 
farm program at Lebanon. 
Ray Willis, Repu blican candidate for the 
United States Senate, attacked the record of 
the administration with reference to reciprocal 
trade treaties, stressing the increased imports of 
farm produ cts into the United States. The New 
Dealers charged that he wasn’t telling all of the 
story . They said that he shou ld tell abou t ex ­ 
ports too. 
Let’s take the case of wheat. There is a lot of 
wheat raised in this section of the United States. 
In 1932 we imported ten million bu shels. In 1937 
we imported sev enteen million bu shels. Ou r im­ 
ports had increased sev en million bu shels per 
y ear in fiv e y ears. 
Now, let’s consider ex ports. Ou r ex ports in 1932 
were fifty -fiv e million bu shels. Ou r ex ports in 
1937 were thirty -two million bu shels. 
Jn other words, while ou r imports in wheat 
were going u p sev en million bu shels, ou r ex ports 
dropped twenty -two million bu shels. In the case 
of wheat, then, ou r crop limitation program, 
cou pled u p with ou r trade treaty program, did not 
help the American farmer mu ch, did it? 
This section of the United States also has been 
a great hog raising cou ntry . Let’s take the case 
of hogs — or rather hams and bacon. 
In 1932 we imported three million pou nds of 


hams and bacon. And in 1937 we imported forty - 
sev en million pou nds of hams and bacon. 
Let’s consider ex ports of those same things. In 
1932 we ex ported eighty -three million pou nds of 
hams and bacon. And in 1937 this had dropped to 
forty -two million pou nds of hams and bacon.

The new day dawned fo r Sco tt 
Field, 750 miles fro m the Atlantic 
o cean, last July when the war 
departm ent anno unced it was 
r0w ¡shifting its headquarters staff 
here fro m Langley Field, Va. 
Transfo rm atio n o f w hat was 
an empty nest fo r blimps into 
the head statio n o f the “GHQ” 
air fo rce is under way no w. 
There will no t be many addi­ 
tio nal planes at the field. The big 
increase will be in o fficer po pu­ 
latio n. But the field is go ing to 
be nearly remade. The big heli­ 
um plant and the $1,250,000 dir­ 
igible hangar are go ing to the 
wreckers. The mile-square field 
is being enlarged and criss­ 
cro ssed by eight co ncrete run­ 
way s. New hangars fo r airplanes, 
are go ing up and a new brick city 
fo r o fficers is being laid o ut. 
The co st to the WPA, PWA and 
the war departm ent is placed at 
aro und $1,000,000. 
When will the arm y ’s new in­ 
land air capital be finished? The 
best guess in arm y circles 
is 
so me time nex t summer. 
Sco tt Field is lo cated a few 
miles so utheast o f Belleville and 
23 miles fro m m etro po litan St. 
Lo uis. It was established in 19 17, 
clo sed after the Wo rld War, and 
reo pened in 19 20 as a $5,000,000 
arm y base fo r lighter-than-air 
craft. Big dirigibles rarely tied 
up there, ho wever. 
The last two dirigibles a t the 
field were deco mmissio ned in 
May , 19 37. 
A few m o nths later 
the army turned o ver to the navy 
its last no nrigid blimps, three 
fro m Sco tt Field.
